THE SENATE AFFRAY

HILE there is much to bo regretted in the per- 
sonal encounter between Senator Tillinan and 


Mcl.aurin, of South Carolina on the floor of the 
senate, it must be said that there was much excuse 
for Tillman's assault, and some good may result 
from it, because the attention of the country has 
been fixed on the charge made by Tillinan, that 
votes for the ratification of the treaty of Paris were 
secured by improper means. 


In the first place Senator Spooner cannot be ab-

Tillinan—I can prove this; that the patronage of 


a State has been given to a Democrat who voted 
for the treaty. 


Spooner—What State ? 
Tillman—South Carolina. 
Spooner—Fight it out with your colleague, 
nilrnan —I am ready. 
Spooner—Yes, I am ready and he is ready. 
Tillman—Let him— 
Spooner—He is not here. 
Tillinan—He lias not shown his readiness. 
Spooner—But he will be here. 
He was there very soon afterwards. 
It would 


appear to an observer from a distance that Spooner 
kne\\ that he would be there—knew he would be 
summoned, and that he had carried the colloquy to 
that point for the express purpose of having him 
summoned.

out with his colleague, and his assertion that Mo 
Latirin would be there, indicate Spooner's intent to 
provoke the affair that afterwards took place.
